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Health trust defends survey 


Project to show strength 
and bravery of the nation 


Epsom and St Helier Trust 
has defended results of a sur¬ 
vey that found four out of 10 
staff could not always find 
handwashing material and 
one-third witnessed mistakes, 
near-misses or incidents the 
previous month. 

The Department of Health’s 
staff survey is conducted an¬ 
nually to discover how NHS 
employees feel about their 
work. 

The 2013 survey results for 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals 
trust, based on feedback from 
2,000 staff - a 52 per cent re¬ 
sponse rate, were published 
last month. 

The trust said it was delight¬ 
ed with the survey’s results as 
it received better scores in 11 
of the survey’s questions 
compared to last year, with 
scores remaining the same in 
17 questions and no scores 
deteriorating. 

Following last year’s survey, 
it put in place a three-year ac¬ 
tion plan to develop and pro¬ 
tect certain areas, but 
admitted there was still room 
for improvement on this 
year’s results. 

Just 59 per cent of staff in 
this year's survey said hand¬ 
washing materials were al¬ 
ways available, despite 
the fact a year ago the 
trust was facing a 
£4.8m fine for failing 
to hit its target for 
C diff infections - 
prompting a major 
drive to improve hy¬ 
giene and cleaning 
standards as well as 
antibiotic prescribing.

A trust spokeswoman said: 
“Unfortunately the best score 
for acute trusts was 44 per 
cent. We are pleased with the 
improvement, but we want to 
see further improvement.” 

The trust said it was pleased 
that the percentage of staff 
experiencing harassment, 
bullying or abuse from other 
members of staff in the past 
12 months dropped 5 per cent 
from last year to 25 per cent, 
which is the national average, 
but will continue to imple¬ 
ment its harassment and bul¬ 
lying policy. 

The survey found 91 per 
cent of staff believe their role 
makes a difference to patients 
and 82 per cent felt satisfied 
with the quality of their work 
and the patient care they are 
able to deliver - a figure that 
puts the trust in the top 20 per 
cent of all hospitals in the 
country on this measure. 

Of those surveyed, 70 per 
cent felt able to contribute to¬ 
wards improvements. 

Matthew Hopkins, the 
trust’s chief executive, said: 
“Every day, I see our staff 
working tirelessly for the ben¬ 
efit of our patients and know 
they regularly go above and 
beyond the call of duty. 

“Whilst we are of course 
pleased with the vast majority 
of the survey's results, there 
are areas where we could 
improve.”

“As well as representing 
enormous strength and brav¬ 
ery shown by the nation dur¬ 
ing the First World War, the 
trees that are planted during 
the course of the project will 
help strengthen our natural 
landscape, increasing its re¬ 
silience to the threats posed 
by pests and diseases.” 

A range of native species of 
trees will be planted such as 
alder, beech, blackthorn, wild 
cherry, crab apple, dogwood, 
field maple, guelder-rose, 
hawthorn, hazel, holly, pe¬ 
dunculate oak, whitebeam 
and crack willow. 

Planting at the site, which 
will be managed by the Wood¬ 
land Trust, will begin in the 
autumn and the project is due 
to last until 2018. 

Mr Mitchell said: "This site 
is located close to several 
major population centres, in¬ 
cluding London, which we 
hope will enable a huge num¬ 
ber of people to visit. 

“The site consists of a mix of 
arable land and ancient wood¬ 
land, which does not come up 
for sale very often. 

“We have been searching for 
our English Centenary Wood 
site for more than a year and 
Langley Bottom Farm provid¬ 
ed the perfect opportunity. 

“It is arguably the most in¬ 
spiring location we have seen 
for creating an area of wood¬ 
land to commemorate the 
First World War.” 

The land has been secured 
by the trust, but has not yet 
been formally purchased. 

Although the trust has paid 
for the land using money from 
its reserves, it needs to raise 
£12m though public donations 
and its partnership with 
Sainsbury's to cover the cost 
of the four woods. 

Mr Mitchell added: “In a 
competitive land market, the 
opportunity to purchase a sig¬ 
nificant area of land in the 
south east of England is ex¬ 
tremely rare, and in order to 
secure the land we made a 
bold decision to use our 
strategic investment fund to 
underwrite the purchase. 

“The pressure is now on to 
raise this money retrospec¬ 
tively, as well as fund the 
200,000 trees we will plant and 
improve the access and inter¬ 
pretation on site.” 

The Woodland Trust has 
said there will be many 
opportunities for the public to 
volunteer and support the 
project. 

It will be holding a public 
meeting on its plans at Lang¬ 
ley Vale village hall on March 
23 at 2pm. 

Michael Jelly, who manages 
Langley Bottom Farm, said: 
“The owners were pleased to 
sell the land to the Woodland 
Trust who will make valuable

use of it. 

“The land has been on the 
market for a number of years 
and the Woodland Trust is the 
first group prepared to pay 
the right money for it at the 
right time.” 

MP Chris Grayling said the 
announcement was “very 
good news for the area and the 
future of the Downs” and a fit¬ 
ting way to mark the cente¬ 
nary of the war. 

Epsom Councillor Neil 
Dallen, chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s strategy and resources 
committee, described the 
choice of site as “fantastic 
news and a little bit 
humbling”. 

He said: “Some may be con¬ 
cerned the borough is losing 
its last piece of agricultural 
land. 

“However, with greenbelt 
becoming under greater pres¬ 
sure, this will safeguard a 
huge swathe of the area as 
green space. 

“The new First World War 
Centenary Wood sits between 
the sites of Woodcote Park 
Camp and Tadworth Camp, 
which saw thousands of re¬ 
cruits pass through them on 
the way to the trenches. 

“Parts of the Langley Vale 
site was used for the training 
of these troops, including for 
surviving gas warfare. 

“Five hospitals in Epsom 
were converted army hospi¬ 
tals for First World War 
wounded. 

“On January 22, 1915, an in¬ 
spection by Lord Kitchener 
was held in blizzard conditions 
on Epsom Downs and, in total, 
more than 20,000 troops were 
drawn-up for inspection.” 

A spokesman for Mole Val¬ 
ley Council was just as enthu¬ 
siastic: “We are already 
working with the Woodland 
Trust and neighbouring local 
authorities to ensure the 
plans are developed in such a 
way that brings benefits to 
our residents and are appro¬ 
priate for the area.”

Festival springs into life

A council told the Court of 
Appeal why it believes it was 
right to allow a historic estate 
in the greenbelt to be devel¬ 
oped into an exclusive golf 
course and hotel complex. 

Last August a High Court 
judge quashed the planning 
permission granted by Mole 
Valley District Council 
(MVDC) to develop Cherkley 
Court, the former home of 
press baron Lord Beaver- 
brook near Leatherhead. 

Mr Justice Haddon-Cave 
ruled that “very exclusive pri¬ 
vate demand” was contrary to 
public need and highlighted 
the number of golf facilities 
already in the area. 

MVDC and developer Long- 
shot Cherkley Court appealed 
the ruling and this week ap¬ 
peared at the Court of Appeal 
in a bid to get the ruling 
overturned. 

On Tuesday MVDC’s barris¬ 
ter, James Findlay QC, said 
the council was not required 
to demonstrate the “need” for 
a golf course. 

Mr Findlay said: “There’s no 
justification for restricting 
the word need...to exclude 


need generated from outside 
the district or any particular 
type.” 

Mr Justice Haddon-Cave 
had ruled that a majority of 
councillors had made a “per¬ 
verse” decision that the char¬ 
acter of the landscape of 
Cherkley Court, in an area of 
outstanding natural beauty 
(AONB), would not be com¬ 
promised. 

But Mr Findlay told Lord 
Justice Richards, Lord Justice 
Underhill and Lord Justice 
Floyd that only three holes in 
the 18-hole golf course would 
fall within the AONB so it 
could not be classed as a 
“major development”. 

He also said an environmen¬ 
tal statement outlined the 


ways the landscape would 
benefit from the development. 

He said: “The implications 
for the landscape were a mat¬ 
ter of planning judgement 
and there is nothing in this 
case to justify the conclusion 
that the judgement was 
perverse.” 

Mr Findlay said that 
although MVDC officers had 
deemed an underground spa, 
swimming pool and mainte¬ 
nance centre as “inappropri¬ 
ate” development in the 
greenbelt, councillors had de¬ 
cided their concerns were out¬ 
weighed. 

He said: “They [councillors] 
talk about overcoming the 
concerns. They have done 
enough.” 


Twenty supporters of the 
Cherkley Campaign, which 
brought the judicial review to 
block the development last 
year, attended this week’s 
hearing on Tueday and 
Wednesday. 

Outside court Andy Smith, 
Surrey branch director for 
the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England (CPRE), ac¬ 
cused MVDC of “foolishly” 
spending more taxpayers’ 
money to defend the decision. 

He said it could be “weeks or 
months” before the judges 
give their judgement.

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Staff shortages denied at 
jail deemed to be In crisis’

The Government has denied 
claims that a prison is in 
“crisis”, with not enough staff 
and half of inmates locked up 
for all bar 30 minutes each 
day. 

The Epsom Guardian was 
contacted by an anonymous 
source condemning changes 
at High Down prison, in High 
Down Lane, on the border be¬ 
tween Banstead and Sutton. 

The source said a “new 
regime” had led to 50 officers 
taking redundancy after 
being offered financial incen¬ 
tives last October and had 
caused “a huge amount of 
upheaval for staff”. 

They said within a month the 
new regime had become un¬ 
workable and the old regime 
was had been reinstated. 

A recruitment drive was 
started, according to the 
source, but newly-recruited 
officers were told after their 
first week they were needed 
at other distant prisons. 

Many of them allegedly quit 
because they could not face 
the lengthy commute to their 


new postings. 

The source said that at a full 
staff meeting on February 19, 
prison governors allegedly 
admitted the regime was 
“in crisis” and said the situa¬ 
tion would not be resolved 
until at least the end of April. 

The Epsom Guardian was 
also told that classes designed 
to reduce reoffending and to 
allow prisoners to secure em¬ 
ployment upon release have 
been cut by 80 per cent and 
that in a single week, 1,400 
prisoners did not attend any 
educational classes. 

It was also claimed that half 
of the prison’s inmates are 
kept locked in their cells for 
23-and-a-half hours a day. 


The Ministry of Justice has 
failed to provide detailed 
responses to a number of the 
claims made by the source, 
but denied the prison is in 
crisis and said “staffing levels 
are at an appropriate level, 
with long-standing arrange¬ 
ments in place to fill posts 
using staff from other prisons 
if there are temporary shortages”. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Prison Service said: “We are 
reforming and modernising 
the prison estate to ensure 
best value for the taxpayer, 
while also providing safe and 
secure prisons that deliver 
effective rehabilitation. 

“Not only has there been 
a consistent reduction in 


prisoner-on-prisoner violence 
at HMP High Down, but there 
has also been a reduction in 
assaults on staff. 

In response to the effect on 
prisoners’ rehabilitation, she 
said: “Operation of the prison 
is consistently tweaked to 
meet current demand and 
staffing levels. 

“Prisoner classroom atten¬ 
dance and completion of 
qualifications is improving. 

“HMP High Down is recog¬ 
nised as a high-performing 
prison in providing education 
to inmates.” 

The spokeswoman said it 
was not true that some pris¬ 
oners only spend 30 minutes 
outside of their cells each 
day, ading: “HMP High Down 
aims to ensure that each pris¬ 
oner is out of their cell for a 
minimum or four hours a day 
between 8am and 6pm.” 

She said the prison’s “old 
regime” had not been rein¬ 
stated and that “there is no 
crisis at the prison”.

She said this has resulted

Coun Carlson said: “Be¬ 
cause of all the yellow lines 
which were painted around 
West Ewell station, com¬ 
muters are now parking here. 


“It’s an accident waiting to 
happen. 

“Other court ward council¬ 
lors and I are doing a park¬ 
ing survey about different 
areas in the Longmead.” 


Parking problems on the 
Longmead estate have been 
a longstanding issue for 
residents, with a number of 
properties having no spaces 
to park their cars.

Flooding set to stay ’til April 


Floodwater in the heart of 
Ewell Village is unlikely to 
recede before the end of the 
month the council has warned. 

The flooding, fed by springs, 
has already covered the pave¬ 
ment and part of the road 
outside Bourne Hall Park for 
two months. 

An Epsom Council spokes¬ 
man said the county council 
had ensured all drains were 
clear and there was “no im¬ 
mediate solution”. 

He said: “As the weather 
improves, the water will reduce, 


but probably not until the end 
of March. 

“For the future, a meeting 
will be arranged to discuss 
measures to relieve any re¬ 
peat of the current situation. 

“One possible solution could 
be to dig up existing drains, 
pipes and channels under the 
road and renew with larger 
pipes - this would mean ex¬ 
tensive works with traffic 
management and disruption.” 

He said the existing 
drainage pipes could only be 
replaced in the summer.

New housing development at former school site on Lintons Lane gets under way 


Work has started on a new 
housing development set to 
provide homes for hundreds 
of people on the site of a for¬ 
mer school building. 

Epsom Council’s planning 
committee approved plans for 
the demolition of the Lintons 
Centre, in Lintons Lane, 
Epsom, and its replacement 
with 85 new homes last July. 

The two-storey centre, 
which was home to communi¬ 
ty groups such as kids disabil¬ 
ity club Epsom Phab, is set on 
a 1.52-hectare site. 

It will be redeveloped to 
provide 51 private homes and 


34 units of affordable housing. 
Developer Persimmon Homes 
Southern aims to begin the 
groundwork for the new 
homes this month. 

The development, which will 
be known as Copthorne Place, 
will combine one and two- 
bedroom apartments with a 
selection of three and four- 
bedroom houses. 

According to the report pro¬ 
duced by the council’s plan¬ 
ning department last year, 
the development will have a 
“traditional design” and con¬ 
tain a mix of two and two- 
and-a-half storey terraced 


houses, as well as blocks of 
flats of three to four storeys 
high. 

A children’s play area is 
also planned for the site. 

Sharon Eldred, head of sales 
at Persimmon Homes South¬ 
ern, said initial interest is ex¬ 
pected to be high. 

She said: “A range of 
schemes will be available to 


help buyers, such as the 
Government-backed Help to 
Buy scheme, Home Change 
and Part Exchange. 

“Customers reserving early 
can secure their preferred plot 
and personalise their home 
with fixtures and fittings and 
options.”

Solicitor: Reform will 
harm justice system

An Ashtead solicitor joined thou¬ 
sands of other legal workers 
across the country on Friday 
protesting against Chris 
Grayling’s plans to reform legal 
aid. 

Steven Bird, 50, took part in 
“Grayling Day” - a nationwide 
walkout by criminal law barris¬ 
ters and solicitors, organised by 
the Justice Alliance, an umbrella 
organisation for charities, com¬ 
munity and campaigning groups, 
trade unions and individuals 

The organisation was formed in 
response to the Epsom MP’s pro¬ 
posals to change legal aid, in his 
capacity as Secretary of State for 
Justice. 

The reforms include a reduction 
in fees paid to criminal solicitors 
and barristers to represent defen¬ 
dants and plans to limit prison¬ 
ers’ access to legal aid. 

Mr Bird, who has been a crimi¬ 
nal solicitor for 25 years and runs 
Birds Solicitors in Wandsworth 
High Street, said the proposals 
threaten the foundations of the 
criminal justice system. 

He is a member of the Justice 
Alliance, a committee member on 
the London Criminal Courts

Solicitors Association and is 
chairman of the Criminal Appeal 
Lawyers Association. 

Mr Bird said: “He [Mr Grayling] 
has never engaged with us about 
getting an overview of the whole 
criminal justice system to see 
where savings can be made.” 

“There have been consistent 
cuts over the past 10 to 15 years to 
the criminal legal aid budget. 

“The Government now says it is 
going to bring in a 8.75 per cent 


drop in legal aid payments. 

“You are not talking about firms 
in the City, but relatively small 
firms who are going to struggle. 

“There will be firms who stop 
doing the work as they cannot af¬ 
ford it, or they will start doing 
privately-funded criminal work 
and you will end up with a two- 
tier service. People will not get a 
high quality service.” 

Mr Bird said that while the 
changes would result in a pay cut 
to criminal defence solicitors, 
justice itself is at stake. 

He said: “We are really con¬ 
cerned about what’s going to hap¬ 
pen to the criminal justice system 
as a whole. 

“What will be the effect if you 
take away or de-skill the criminal 
defence side of the system? You 
will end up with people who are 
wrongly convicted. 

“We are told Britain’s criminal 
justice system is the envy of the 
world. This is pushing it to the 
edge.” 

Chris Grayling MP said: “We do 
not want to have to make changes 
to criminal legal aid but there is 
no alternative. 

“We have tried to find a number 
of ways of easing the impact of 
the changes on the lawyers but it 
cannot be avoided.”

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Sites in greenbelt 
on consultation list

Landowners have proposed 
building hundreds of homes 
on swathes of greenbelt land. 

Ten potential development 
sites, nine of which fall in the 
greenbelt, have been put for¬ 
ward for assessment and 
scrutiny by the people of 
Ashtead as Mole Valley Coun¬ 
cil develops its housing plan. 

Ashtead Community Vision 
(ACV), the working group of 
Ashtead Neighbourhood 
Forum, has assessed the sites 
and is now holding a public 
consultation. 

Andy Ellis, founder of ACV, 
said: “This is people’s chance 
to say what they think about 
the sites. We are seeking com¬ 
ments before they [the assess¬ 
ments] go off to Mole Valley.” 

Once residents have had 
their say, ACV and the forum 
will amend the assessments 
where necessary and submit 
them to Mole Valley District 
Council (MVDC). 

Councillors will then decide 
which Ashtead sites are in¬ 
cluded in the draft housing 
and traveller sites plan for the 
whole of Mole Valley.

Up to 340 homes have been 
proposed for 28 acres of farm¬ 
land currently used to grow 
cereal crops between Ermyn 
Way and the M25. 

Another proposal involves 
building 250 homes on 66 
acres of open grassland 
where horses currently graze 
at Chace Farm at the 


southern end of the Warren. 
The site also includes a farm¬ 
house, which could be re¬ 
tained, outbuildings and 
stables. 

Up to 70 homes have been 
suggested for 17 acres of 
neighbouring grassland used 
for hay and grazing sheep. 

There is also a six-acre pro¬ 
posed site in Grade Il-listed 
Ashtead Park, near City of 
London Freemen’s School, 
and another site further down 
Farm Lane at Lime Tree 
Lodge. 

Other suggestions include 
an old chalk pit and Ashtead 
Park Garden Centre, in Plea¬ 
sure Pit Road, on the bound¬ 
ary with Epsom. 

A site in Murreys Court, 
Agates Lane, is already allo¬ 
cated for housing but it is un¬ 
derstood that its owner has no 
plans to dispose of it. 

There is an open day at 
Ashtead Peace Memorial 
Hall, Woodfield Lane, 
Ashtead, on the morning of 
Saturday, March 29. 

The public consultation 
runs until Sunday, April 6.

Legal aid cut 

I was very interested to see the 
recent articles in last week’s 
Epsom Guardian about 
lawyers walking out of court. 

I went to school in Ewell and 
have lived in Epsom for most of 
my life. A few years ago, I did 
work experience with a lawyer 
close to the Ebbisham Centre 
and ever since I have wanted to 
be a criminal barrister. 

I was, therefore, saddened to 
hear that our MP Chris 
Grayling is bringing in cuts to 
criminal lawyers’ fees. 

A junior criminal barrister 
only earns about £12,000 a year. 

My family is not rich and I 
have no independent means to 
fund myself. I do not want to 
enter the profession for the 
money, but I do expect to be 
paid enough to make doing the 
job a viable career option. 

Your readers should be 
aware of what happens when 
second rate advocates conduct 
criminal trials.

'Modest’ increase in tax

Chernobyl charity calls for hosts

A charity providing respite to 
children growing up in areas 
blighted by the fallout from 
the Chernobyl nuclear disas¬ 
ter is looking for people to 
host them this summer. 

The Mid-Surrey branch of 
the Chernobyl Children’s Life 
Line charity hopes to invite a 
group of vulnerable children 
to the area for a respite holi¬ 
day for the 13th year in a row - 
but can only do so if volun¬ 
teers sign up this month to 
help as a host or support. 

The children, who live in ei¬ 
ther Belarus or the Ukraine, 
are from areas contaminated 
by the 1986 disaster, the af¬ 
fects of which will be felt 
there for many years to come. 

The youngsters are placed, 
in pairs, with hosts for two 


weeks. There is a schedule of 
activities for all the children 
to participate in, some of 


which the hosts can join in 
with. Each host is assigned a 
supporter from the charity to 


help with the children. 

Hosts and supports need to 
be within easy reach of 
Epsom where the children 
regularly meet up. 

Kathy Orme, from Mole Val¬ 
ley, hosted two boys last sum¬ 
mer and urged others to sign 
up this year. 

The 54-year-old said: “Just 
one month’s respite away 
from the contamination can 
extend these children’s life ex¬ 
pectancy by up to two years. 

“In addition, the children’s 
immune systems are greatly 
improved by the chance to eat 
uncontaminated food, and by 
breathing in cleaner air. 

“As soon as we saw the boys 
we were hosting, Sasha and 
Vlad, their smiling faces put 
us at ease, and we knew it was 
going to be fine. Although the 
boys spoke Russian, which we 
didn’t, it was surprisingly 


easy to communicate even 
with the language barrier. 

“We saw the boys we hosted 
thrive before our eyes, energy 
levels improved and so did 
their appetites. 

“Even their skin was look¬ 
ing better by the time they 
needed to go home.” 

As part of last year’s trip, 
the children were taken for 
examinations by dentists and 
opticians. 

The dates for this year’s 
visit are July 18 to August 1, 
and August 1 to August 15. 
Hosts are required to sign up 
for both sets of fortnights.

The 50-seater cinema and 
entertainment centre became 
the first fully digital 3D 
system dedicated to service 
personnel undergoing 


rehabilitation when it opened 
in 2012. It has full wheelchair 
access, accessible steps and 
seating and was made possi¬ 
ble by a £410,000 donation 
from the Royal British Legion. 

Patients watched Cuban 
Fury, free of charge, and 
Frost - a patron of the 
Medicinema charity - con¬ 
ducted a short question and 
answer session for the 
patients. 

Richard Marcel, the chore¬ 
ographer of Cuban Fury, also

Church community hopes for new hall 


Construction work on a £2m 
church hall next to a medieval 
church could start in early 
2015 if plans are approved. 

Under plans St Giles’ Dell 
Centre with a hall, four meet¬ 
ing rooms and a kitchen would 
replace a 40-year-old hall by St 
Giles in Park Lane, Ashtead. 

Ashtead Parochial Church 
Council has submitted plans 
to Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil. Half of the projected £2m 
cost has already been raised. 

Jan Barker, parishioner and 
project leader, said: “Our ex¬ 
isting building is no longer 
viable, despite regular mainte¬ 
nance. 

“We now want to provide a 
modern and enduring facility 
for the citizens of Ashtead to 
enjoy for many years to come. 

“The new hall will provide 
for increasing church needs 
including children’s work, 


weddings, funerals, coun¬ 
selling, day retreats and visi¬ 
tors to the churchyard, plus 
many community uses.” 

Last month, the Rev Bob 
Kiteley was asked to resign as 
rector at St Giles’ and St 
George’s, a church community 
with about 750 members in 
Ashtead. 

The Bishop of Dorking, who 
has care of the diocese at 
present, asked Dr Kiteley to 


resign after concluding that an 
allegation against him was 
justified. 

When asked about the na¬ 
ture of the misconduct, the 
church referred questions to 
the Diocese of Guildford. 

A diocese spokesman de¬ 
clined to comment on the com¬ 
plaint itself, citing church 
rules.

T he death of Suggs’ beloved 
moggie on his 50th birth¬ 
day triggered a quest to 
find the father he never knew, 
writes Alice Foster. 

His one-man show, coming to 
Epsom, revolves around this 
journey, his childhood and 
life as the frontman of hit 
ska pop band Madness. 

Turning 50, his kids leav¬ 
ing home and his cat dying 
all got Suggs thinking about 
his dad who left shortly after 
his birth. He was later stunned 
to discover that his father died 
in 1975, just before Madness was 
formed. 

Over the past few years, Suggs 
has performed his one-man 
show which weaves together a 
blend of comedy, memories and 
music at theatres and other 
venues around the country. 

As well as being the story of 
his life, it is also inevitably 
the story of Madness - one 
of the biggest bands of 
the early 1980s. 

Suggs first appeared 
on Top of the Pops at 
the age of 18. He be¬ 
came known for 
jumping around on 
stage and belting out 
tunes such as Baggy 
Trousers, Our House 
and House of Fun. 

The night promises 
to be an “emotional 
roller-coaster through 
the ups and downs” of 
his 30-year career span¬ 
ning the worlds of pop 
music, film, TV and radio 
Born Graham McPher¬ 
son, he was the only child 
of a jazz singer, Edith, 
and a drug addict, 

William, who left 
when he was about 
three. 

It was only while re¬ 
searching his new 
show that Suggs discov¬ 
ered the “tragic story” 
of his estranged father’s 
death from drug-related 
conditions. 

He says: “So just as I was 
getting together with the 
band that became Madness, 
my father’s time was up. 

I’ve always found that rather 
poignant.” 

The upbeat songs of Madness 
are still enjoyed 30 years down 
the line and Suggs says: “We’re 
still together, still making 
music. For me, the band has al¬ 
ways been a bit like a surrogate 
family. 

“We’re all a bit dysfunctional, 
all a bit stronger for being 
together.”

Inventory is key 


Tenants urged to keep 
comprehensive records 
of fixtures and fittings 


As the length of tenancies 
increase, an accurate 
inventory can hold the key to 
renters receiving their deposit 
back at the end of their 
tenancy, according to the 
Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA). 

ARLA research shows that 
tenants are remaining in the 
same property for longer, 
increasing from an average 
period of 16.5 months in 2009 
to a period of 19.4 months in 
2013*. 

Susan Fitz-Gibbon, 

President of ARLA, said: “A 
detailed and accurate 
inventory can often make 
moving out of a rental 
property a far smoother 
process. 

“As tenants stay in their 
rented homes for longer it’s 
even more important to have 
accurate information on the 
state of the property from 
when you first moved in, as 
there may be greater wear 
and tear. This means 
recording the condition of the 
property with written notes as 
well as details of the contents, 
including fixtures and fittings. 
Tenants sometimes choose to 
take accompanying photos 
too, which can also help. 


“It is also important to agree 
any inventory with your 
landlord when you move in. 
This can be a step that is 
easily forgotten, but it can be 
vital when trying to resolve 
and clarify any situations 
where items get lost, damaged 
or stolen.” 

ARLA has created the 
following tips for prospective 
tenants looking to move into a 
new rented property: 

1) Photographic evidence: 
Images detailing the 
property’s condition when 
you moved in can help ensure 
there are no disputes at the 
end of a tenancy. If tenants or 
an inventory provider chose 
to do this, these should always 
be agreed with the landlord 
and copies shared and kept on 
file throughout the tenancy. 

2) Keep a written record: 
While images will definitely 
help in documenting the state 
of the property and contents 
when you first move in, it is 
also useful to elaborate and 
explain the state of items in a 
detailed written description. 

This will help protect you if 
there is any dispute about the 
condition of items at the end 
of your tenancy. Once again it 
is important to get these

descriptions signed by the 
landlord. 

3) Be logical: To ensure you 
have covered everything and 
have the most comprehensive 


list possible, it is important to 
be logical in your approach to 
compiling an inventory. 

The easiest way to do this is 
by recording items by room; 
this will help you to compile 
an accurate and 
comprehensive inventory. 

4) Who’s responsible? 
Understand who is 
responsible for the overall 
upkeep of the property as well 
as the contents. This 
information should be in your 
tenancy agreement, but if you 
are still unsure ask the 
landlord or agent and make 
sure you get the response in 
writing. This will help resolve 


any issues at the end of a 
tenancy where 
landlord/tenant duties were 
not specified. 

5) If in doubt use a 
member of the Association 
of Professional Inventory 
Providers (APIP): More 
professionalism and 
credibility can be added to the 
inventory if you use a fully 
qualified APIP member. 

Members of APIP are 
professionally trained in 
drawing up an inventory and 
conducting the check in and 
check out. All members have 
passed assessments to 
demonstrate their abilities. 


Halifax 
gives a 
bit extra 

First time buyers are being 
given a help to get on the 
housing ladder thanks to 
the Halifax which is offering 
to pay the full stamp duty 
bill on properties worth up 
to £250,000. 

Halifax will pay the 
entire stamp duty bill on 
purchases between £125,001 
and £250,000, reducing a 
first time buyer's costs by 
up to £2,500. 

In addition, for first time 
buyers who purchase a 
property below £125,001, 
they will receive £250 
cashback. 

This is the second year 
in succession that the 
Halifax has offered to 
help the burden of Stamp 
Duty. 

The bank estimates it 
helped more than 14,000 
first time buyers through 
the offer last year. 

Analysis by Halifax 
shows that 268,800 first-time 
buyers purchased a 
property last year, an 
increase of 23 per cent 
compared to 2012. 

First time buyers 
accounting for 44 per cent 
of all property purchases in 
2013 and 9 out of 10 first 
time buyers (91 per cent) 
purchased a property 
below £250,000 in 2013.

Unprepared for interest rise 


The latest Legal & General 
Mortgage Mood survey reveals 
that two thirds of consumers in 
London are not financially 
preparing for an interest rate 
rise in the next two years.

WHITE VAN MAN: STILL HERE 


Used vehicle auctioneers 
Manheim says the current 
perception that there are fewer 
tradesmen’s vans on our roads is 
mistaken. 

James Davis, head of 
commercial vehicles at Manheim, 
said: “From our market 
intelligence, we can say that 
while the volumes of white vans 
seen at auction have dipped 
slightly since 2008, we’ve seen 
the volumes of silver vans jump 
by more than five per cent. 

“There are probably other 
factors at play here, skewing our 
perception of the number of 
white vans we’re seeing. 

“This is a significant shift in the 
colour mix of vans, that may 
simply be catching our attention, 
thus prompting us to register new 
van colours entering the market, 
to the detriment of your ‘common 
or garden 1 white Transit.” 


Interestingly, the 
quarterly road traffic stats from 
the Department for Transport 
actually show that the number of 
miles driven by light goods 
vehicles - typically white vans - 
has increased by 5.1 per cent. 

Davis said: “It is probably a 
mixture of marginally falling 
sales, an increase on other colour 
vans such as silver and the 
impact of the downturn that has 
created the impression that the 
classic white van is on the wane.”

Gatting has the cure 
for the winter blues

Former England cricket cap¬ 
tain Mike Gatting is urging 
the community to lend a help¬ 
ing hand at Ashtead Cricket 
Club next month. 

The NatWest CricketForce 
scheme marks its 13th year in 
April, with Ashtead one of a 
record breaking 2,014 clubs 
registered to participate this 
season.

“There was a really good 
spirit and, as always in clubs 
like that, you see new people 
as well as the stalwarts. 

“You could see the wonder¬ 
ful community spirit there, 
turning the place into some¬ 
thing that would be beneficial 
to a community that didn’t 
have much in that particular 
area.” 

He added: “The passion 
shown by the people who 


originally got the club run¬ 
ning was well rewarded by the 
people who turned up to help 
out.” 

And with severe storms 
having battered England dur¬ 
ing the winter, Gatting is 
adamant this year’s NatWest 
CricketForce is more impor¬ 
tant than ever. 

“It is wonderful news that a 
record breaking number of 
clubs have already registered 
to hold an event,” he said.
